But howeveb labo- 
rious their Miſſion might ſeem to them; what- 
ever Difficulties: they migh have to encounter; 
yet there was nothing to be apprehended by 
them of any Unſuitableneſs in their Doctrine, 
to the Nature of any People, or any Country. 
For there was no Deſign in it to make any Alte- 
rations in * Civil Inſtitutions of any Govern- 
ment. 
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ment. What was propoſe by it, was to change 

and amend the Man by rectifying his Judgment 
and informing his Underſtanding: But far were 
they from having any Intimation from their 
Maſter of any Power to cauſe any Innovation in 


Government, or to unſettle the Laws of the 


People they were to preach to. On the contrary, 


whoever embraced their Doctrine were to render 
to Caeſar the Things that were Caſar's, and to 
pay Obedience to the Powers that were eftabliſh- 


ed in the World. And to fatisfy thoſe that 


were Inveſted wich Authority, that their Doc- 
trines were not only Innocent, but might be uſe- 
fol to them, they fet Obedience upon a Footing 
it was unacquainted with before, and inſtructed 

Men to be good Subjects from a Principle of 


Conſcience. And: therefore no Governor, what- 


ever Mode of Government he might be poſſeſſed 
of, eould make any Objections to Chriſtianity, | 
upon Account of its containing any Thing that 
vras unſuitable to the Civil Inſtitutions.

Gainer'by it, provided it had the Effect it pro- 


poled, in encouraging Fidelity and Obedience. 
And therefore; whether the Apoſtles went to the

The Rev. Mr. Langman, the Society's Miſ- 
fionary at St. Johns Town in Newfoundland ac- 
quaints the Society, by his Letter of May 29, 
1755, That the People of St. Jobn's Town are 
very regular in their Attendance on Divine Wor- 
ſhip, and devout in the Performance of it, and 
that even in the Severity of the Cold in the 
Winter-Seaſon. The Rev. Mr. Lindſay, Miſ- 
fionary at Trinity Bay, writes, in his Letter of 
October 14, 1755, That the Divine Worſhip. goes 
on regularly there uſo; 3 he reads and preaches 


every 
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erery Lord's-Day, and adminiſters the Ah 
Communion monthly to the ſerious and well- 
diſpoſed ; and that in and about that Harbour 
there are a thouſand People, of which he com- 
putes the one Half to be Proteſtants, and the 
other to conſiſt chiefly of Viſb Papiſts, who are 
moſt of them exceedingly poor, and Servants. 
.And both Mr. Lindſay and Mr. Langman com- 
h ome much of the Want of Bibles, Common- 
Prayer Books, and other good Books, the Society 
hath ſent each of them a large Parcel of Bibles, 
Common- Prayer Books, and other good Books; 


together with ſome proper ſmall Tracts againſt 
Popery, to be diſtributed by them accordin 
their beſt Diſcretion, among the Poor of "theit 
Congregations. 

The Rev. Mr. Breynton, the Society's Miſſio- 
nary to the Eng/i/h at Halifax in Nova Scotia, in 
In his Letter of December 8, 1755, acknowledges 
the Receipt of a Box of Books, together with a 
Letter from the Secretary of the Society, which 
came very ſcaſonably, and he promiſes to be very.
